The Briti-h battleship Exmouth, at 
a distance of half a mile south of Reg 
gio. round fifty eight fathoms of water 
where formerly there was 2Ml. 
A royal decree was issued today pro­ 
claim ing a state of siege In the earth­ 
quake region. 
Therefore nobody will 
be allowed to go within the area of the

permission 
from the government. 
Signor Orlando, minister of justice, 
speaking oi the re-building of Messina, 
sa id : 
“ Messina will grow again independ­ 
ently of the efforts to prevent it.

was a convulsion of nature which de­ 
stroyed Messina: 
it is also a law of 
nature which held it there for twenty 
centuries, an open 
port to the sea, 
the center of flourishing commerce and 
a strong city. 
Messina is an absolute 
necessity to the life of the island; she 
has reason for existence.

turies of history cannot be destroyed.”
